He has 
also contracted " the cigarette ha- 
bit," which, in addition to being an 
extravagance in which he has no 
right to indulge, will ultimately 
prove detrimental to his stock-in- 
tiade of health.

He also 
lacks method, system ; he does every 
thing in a loose, slipshod way. He 
is slack and untidy in his die- 
looks " seedy" 
and slovenly ; and, although people 
l>elieve him to be honest, he does not 
inspire confidence, docs not make a 
good impression. These failings cut 
off an additional ten per cent. 

So we go on analyzing his charac- 
ter, cutting down fot his weal 
is ..ml faults, which have so under- 
mined his strength that the debt 
side of his account is far in advance 
of the credit side, and, in spite of all 
the advantages with which he start- 
ed in life, in spite of his desire to 
succeed in the race, we find that he 
has become a very ordinary, com- 
monplace man, who has utilized not 
more than twenty-five per cent of 
ssihilities.

But those very quali- 
ties which should have won for him 
a place in the foremost ranks of the 
world's great men, being unfortified 
by the noble soul qualities without 
which true success is impossible, 
prove his bane. He becomes puff-^ 
ed up with his own conceit, and, by* 
his domineering, arrogant, self-as- 
sertive ways, makes himself offen- 
sive to those who work with him. 
He grows selfish, unsympathetic and 
cold-blooded. His whole horizon — 
north, south, east and west— being 
bound by self, he can see nothing 
beyond this narrow circle.

One of the 
most important contributions to the 
debate was a brief but telling speech 
by Mrs. Balis, which "set t ho hea- 
ther on firo." Mrs. Hubs is one of 
the best lip-readers on the continent, 

and her testimony is therefore very 

emphatic and conclusive. Her te 
marks were cheered enthusiast ical 
lv. Following is a report of Mis 
Balis' address: — '* 1 come here, not 
as a Stranger, but as one who has 

lived thirty years among the deaf, 
and for more limn thirty years I 
have been deaf. I wish to say that 
in all those years I have s-<en hut 
I W0 men on a platform whom I 
could understand I have been 
interested in this session and have 
tiied faithfully to understand what 
lets been sail.' but without the as- 
sistance of the interpreters it would 
have been an impossibility 1 can 
sil and talk with Dr (."router or Mr. 
Thompson and enjoy the conversa- 
tion, but when they come up here 
on the platform, I cannot under 
stand a word. And (hose poor 
children ! If I were compelled to 
go to church and watch a man on a 
platform open and shut his mouth, 
1 should go crazy. Suppose you 
stop youi ears and watch me go 
through the motions of speaking, 
how would you like to lie compelled 
to do it ¥ You, who can hear, can- 
not realize what it is. The strain 
on the nerves and the strain on the 
mind is something awful. As we 
urow older, it is harder for us I 
asked a deaf gentleman just now if. 
when he went to church, he would 
like to sit there and have the service 

spelled out or spoken. His answer 
was omphalic, "Nothing can be 

more f-l-a t " I used to pl.r 
know what, music is and the charms 
it lends to a service. You forgot 
there is nothing offered us in 0UI 
chapel services which can take its 
place but the beautiful and grace- 
ful gestures of the sign language. 
Suppose you were obliged to sit hero 
and watch a man, immovable and 
expressionless, steadily and auto- 
matically opening and shutting his 
month without emitting a sound 
You'd soon tire of it. I have faith 
in the Oral Method for some; 1 
would not discard it. There arc 
children who understand remarks 
addressed to them, but there are 
more who do not, though they will 
say they do. I tell you this as one 
who does not hoar. We deaf people 
have been through the mill and 
know whereof we speak Make life 
happy for these ehildion, do not 
spoil all their future, the time will 
eome when they Will be your Judges. 
1 would not take anything for the 
ability I have to speak, but I also 
assure yon I would not give up the 
sign language which has given me 
so much pleasure. It is a most 
beautiful and expressive language. 
1 have seen children deeply moved 
by an address in the sign language. 
1 have tried spelling to my pupils in 

ehapd, and 1 have tried delivering 
an address by speech without mov- 
ing them, am! then I have given the 
same address in signs and they have 
understood and been deeply moved. 
Speech is a great thing, but the 
ability to write intelligently and 
load understand iugly is far more 

important lo the deaf. It is often 

claimed that the deaf understand

Who 
will dare lo knock it off? He says, 
"Wo expr esse d the opinion last 
year that the sign language was 
deteriorating. We think so still." 

The editor does not say whether 

any effort should bo Bade to stop 
further retrograding or to restore 
the sign language to its pristine 
purity and beauty. We are of 

those who admit the deterioration 

and lament it. So valuable an in- 
strument of instruction and com 
munteation should not be suffered 
to lose its power* Its use will con- 
tinue despite any opinion as to its 
value or beauty. The estimate set 
upon the language by the adult 
deaf, settles the question as to its 
continuance. If it is to Continue, 
then force, giaco, and beauty of ex- 
pression should be sought for and 
cultivated. 

In spoken language these qualities 
are much to be desired both in com- 
versalion and in public Speaking. 
No less should they besought for by 
those who use the sign language. 
It is not to ho expected that those 
who desire that this language should 
entirely disappear will be moved by 
any arguments in its favor, but those 
who do not know its value and who 
will continue to use it and to enjoy 
its advantages, should use their 

best endeavors to regain whatever 
may have been lost and to further 
Improve it. 

A prominent teacher, some years 
ago, when the contest of methods 
was approaching the acute stage, 
and who was decrying the use of 
signs, was asked the question. " Do 
you understand signs?" The re- 
ply was. " No ; and I do not wish 
to. I think them very repulsive " 

We have soon repulsive siuns and 
we have seen most graceful and 
attractive signs both in conversation 
and in public discourse, and we 
have seen the most elevated thought 
presented through this medium. 

We have heard repulsive words 
in ordinary intercourse and even on 
the platform, but the English lan- 
guage is sufficiently full and elastic 
to furnish fit ting expression without 
resorting to anything offensive to 

the oar. 

The individual character and tem- 
perament shine through the lan- 
gaum' used, be it spoken, , written 
or signed. It is the fault of the 
speaker and not of the language if 
the thought is not put in presen- 
table form

For instance, the big gun of the 
aforesaid high-toned Eastern peri- 
odical, perched upon the highest 
tripod of all, giving as a reason for 
the annhiliation of the sign lan- 
guage says :— 

" It requires little mind to learn 
it. * * * * or to use it after 
it is learned." 

To put it plainly, learning the 
sign language is so easy it makes 
him tired. He wants something 
harder. 

If this is true, how does it happen 
that ninety-nine out of every hun- 
dred hearing persons who try to 
acquire the sign language fail, 
utterly fail, to master it ? 

There are few exceptions, such as 
the Gallaudets, Peets and the Ode- 
brechts, but they only prove the 
rule. 

If, according to this editorial 
authority, it " requires little mind " 
to master the sign language, is 
not the conclusion inevitable that 
niuety-nine out of every hundred 
hearing teachers of the deaf have 
minds smaller than those of the 
deaf whose fate they presume to 
arbitrarily decide ? 

And are not the deaf justified in 
resisting the dictum of minds 
smaller than their own ? For the 
deaf have no difficulty whatever in 
mastering the language of signs. 

Hut that would be an unchari- 
table conclusion, and the deaf are 
not uncharitable. 

The most charitable conclusion is 
that our editorial friends are p 
ed too high up and cannot see the 
truth at their feet ; that they have 
misinterpreted the Scriptures as has 
been done a thousand times before, 
to the abject misery of millions and 
millions of human beings, includ- 
ing the deaf.

A Former Xeacher Called. 

The sad intelligence < f the death 
of Mrs. Lars M. Larson was re- 
ceived by her friends here some 
two weeks ago, but no particulars 
were to be had until a copy of a 
Santa Fe paper oame to hand re- 
cently. The following is taken 
from that paper, which is dated 
December 5th : 

" The many friends of Mr. and 
Mrs. L. M. Larson will regiet to 
learn of the death of the latter at 
I ::(() this morning at her home at 
the Territorial Institute for the deaf 
ami dumb. Mrs. Larson came to 
to this city some eighteen years ago 
when she and Mr. Larson opened a 
private institution for the instruc- 
tion of deaf and dumb children. 
This work was continued by them 
until the Teiritoiy opened its Insti- 
tute, when Mr. Larson took charge 
as superintendent and Mis. Larson 
as matron. The position she has 
ably filled until her sudden demise 
this morning. The Interfiled will 
take place from the Institution to- 
morrow afternoon at two o'clock. 
The remains will be laid to rest in 
Fairview cemetery. Mrs Larson 
was 40 years of age, and leaves be 
sides her husband, a mother, sister 
and two children. The sympathy 
of many friends is extended to the 
grief -stricken ones." 

Mrs. Larson was formerly Miss 
Cora H. (iunn. She became deaf 
through sickness when five years 
of age, but was not placed here 
until she was eleven yeirs old. 
She continued in school for eight 
terms and graduated in 1878. In 
IKH. r i she became a teacher here 
and remained in that position until 
1893, when she resigned and was 
married to Mr. Lars M. Larson. 
She wdil west with her husband 
and lent him valuable assistance 
in establishing a school for the deaf 
for the territory of New Mexico, 
located at Santa Fe. The trials 
and hardships of this worthy couple 
in keeping up this school for many 
years were enough to make those 
less loyal to a noble cause give up 
in despair. And it was only within 
the last year that they succeeded in 
having the school recognised and 
supported by the territorial govern- 
ment. Mr. Larson was at that lime 
officially appointed as superinten- 
dent and his wife was made matron 
of the school. 

Mrs. Larson was a classmate of 
Miss Peek and Mr. Cod man, of 
Chicago. While a pupil here nlie 

was very bright and Learned rapid- 
ly. She was an excellent lip read- 
er. In her home city she was popu- 
lar in society and belonged to the 
Woman's Club of Santa Fe. She 
has many friends here who mourn.

Quite as large a proportion of the 
deaf, we presume, as of any other 
class, possess the virtues of perse- 
verance and, to use the current 
phrase, stick-to-it-iveness, but a 
fair share of them also lack those 
excellent qualities, without which 
success is impossible. Every sum- 
mer we come across one or more of 
our ex-pupils, who have the intelli- 
gence and skill to enable them to 
attain to conspicuous success in 
whatever avocation they select, if 
they would only stick to it long 
enough, but who fail because of 
their roving disposition. They try 
first one job and then another, and 
because at the beginning they do 
not get as good wages as their fel- 
low-workmen, who, by years of 
application have attained to supe- 
rior skill, they become dissatisfied 
and leave. This is a very common 
and fatal error. No employer will 
give the highest wages to a begin- 
ner or to an unskilled workman; 
but when once a man becomes a 
master of his trade, he will never 
have any difficulty in securing em- 
ployment at the highest remunera 
tion. As there is no royal road to 
learning, neither is there to success; 
this can be obtained only by follow 
ing the well-beaten track of steady 
application and patient persever- 
ance. — Canadian ^fl<t(^.
